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END PYLONS PLAN 
SAY PROTESTERS

PRESSURE is growing on 
National Grid to formally an¬ 
nounce it is scrapping its 
plans for a pylon line through 
the Mid Wales and Shropshire 
countryside. 

Surveys along land that would be 
affected by the pylons have been sus¬ 
pended by National Grid amid specu¬ 
lation that the line will never be built. 

That speculation has come from the an¬ 
nouncement by the Department of Energy and 
Climate Change last week that it had dismissed 
appeals for planning permission for four new 
wind farms in Mid Wales. 

The pylon line would have been needed to 
take the energy generated by the proposed wind 
farms to the national network. 

The National Grid plans would have seen 
most of the 33-mile power cable, between Cefn 
Coch near Llanfair Caereinion to Lower Frank- 
ton near Oswestry, carried on overhead lines, 
sparking fears for the region’s tourism industry. 

Despite the Government’s rejection of the 
wind farms, National Grid has still not formally 
announced the scrapping of its plans. National 
Grid spokesman Stewart Larque said the body 
would now work with SP Manweb to take a look 
at the proposed wind generation requirements. 
He added: “We realise people will want to know 
as soon as possible exactly what this means for 
the Mid Wales connection projects.” 

Blight 

But campaigners have insisted National Grid 
must make a decision now on the pylon plans 
to remove the blight on people’s lives and their 
homes. Charles Green for campaign group 
Shropshire North Against Pylons said: “We are 
very hopeful that this will bring to an end to 
plans for the connection line. 

“The elation has been tempered by the fact 
that this has taken so long and that it is still 
having an effect on people’s lives. 

“It has blighted the lives of ordinary people 
who have been unable to sell their homes be¬ 
cause a pylon may have been within half a mile 
of their property. Once prospective buyers were 
aware of the line, many did not even bother to 
view.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies also called 
for a prompt National Grid decision. 

He said: “I very much hope that National Grid 
will quickly withdraw its proposal for its disfig¬ 
uring 400kv line and massive substation.” 

Property consultants Davis Meade says it has 
been told work is being suspended on the pylon 
route. 

Kathryn Lewis from the firm said: “I received 
a call from Bruton Knowles, agents for National 
Grid, that they are suspending all currently 
planned surveys along the pylon route across my 
clients’ land in the Meifod, Llansantffraid areas. 

“The surveys have been running to monitor 
ecology along the route and although non intru¬ 
sive were a nuisance to the farmers affected.” 


Householder moves rooms over road crash fear

A HOUSEHOLDER says he has had to move 
out of his bedroom for fear of his home being 
hit by large vehicles. 

Raymond Perrin’s cottage on the Oswestry 
to Llansantffraid road near Llanyblodwel, was 
hit by a large agricultural vehicle, with slates 
and brickwork damaged on the gable end 
of the property. The worried pensioner says 
the B4396 road at Tanat Cottages is simply 
not large enough for two big vehicles to pass 
safely. 

He wants to see a speed limit priority road 
sign put up either side of his house to ensure 
drivers don’t try to pass each other on the 
pinch point. The latest collision happened on 
Monday last week. 

The 72-year-old said: “I think it happened 


at lunchtime. It was definitely an agricul¬ 
tural vehicle as there as straw and everything 
embedded in the roof. The last time this 
happened was four months ago. It is a very 
dangerous stretch of road. It simply isn’t wide 
enough for a car and a large vehicle to pass 
safely. 

“I have been asking Shropshire Council for 
about a year to do something about this. The 
engineers have suggested certain signs but I 
want to see a speed limit and priority road 
signs so that drivers know they have to stop if 
something is coming the other way. The road 
is subject to the national 60 miles an hour 
speed limit and I have been told that a speed 
restriction would not be relevant because 
there have not been fatalities on the road. 


“I have been so shaken after the collision 
that I have now moved out of my bedroom, 
which is on that side of the house, and into 
another room.” 

Dave Gradwell, Shropshire Council’s area 
traffic engineer, said: “Mr Perrin made contact 
on Monday, September 8, to say his property 
had received further damage from a passing 
heavy goods vehicle. I explained to Mr Perrin 
that Shropshire Council has issued a works 
instruction to our term contractor, Ringway, 
for the installation of warning signage on 
both approaches to Tanat Cottages along the 
B4396 near Llanyblodwel and we are cur¬ 
rently waiting for Ringway to carry out the 
works. Ringway has been instructed that this 
work needs to be carried out as a priority.”

THERE is strong public sup¬ 
port for the UK and in particular 
Oswestry welcoming genuine 
refugees fleeing war-torn Syr¬ 
ia, organisers of an event in the 
town have said. 

The Refugees Welcome in Oswestry 
event was held in Festival Square in 
the town on Saturday. 

Organisers said the overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of people who stopped to talk and 
take away information were positive about 
Oswestry welcoming genuine refugees. 

Members of the Shropshire Council pri¬ 
vate enterprise company Ip&e supported 
the event as did Shropshire Council Leader 
Keith Barrow also attended to show his 
support for the campaign to encourage the 
community to help refugees when they ar¬ 
rive. 

Organiser Jools Payne said: “Naturally, 
there was some negativity and also some 
very valid concerns about impact on hous¬ 
ing and services, which the Ip&e team were 
able to answer, but the vast majority of peo¬ 
ple were desperate to help in whatever way 
they could. 

“There is enormous compassion for the 
plight of the Syrian refugees and it was 
heartwarming to see so many people record 
and verbalise their genuine desire to help.” 

Oswestry organisation Chalk CIC raised 
£166 towards its trip to deliver aid items 
to the refugee camp in Calais next month 
from public donations and sales of ‘I am 
Hamsa’ T-shirts and tracksuit bottoms do¬ 
nated by The Jools Payne Partnership. 

Other organisations pledging help in¬ 
clude Honeypots Gift Emporium in Church 
Street, The Willow Gallery in Willow Street 
and Oswestry Library. 

Staff from Seventh Heaven Antique Beds 
in Chirk, Chirk Mill Antiques and Chalk 
CIC will take two vans out to help desper¬ 
ate migrants in Calais during the first week 
in October. 

As well as donated items from clothing to 
tents and sleeping bags, the organisers are 
appealing for donations of money to fund 
the cost of the fuel and the ferry tickets. 

Meanwhile Adcote School has announced 
a plan to offer a fully-funded boarding place 
to a Syrian refugee 

The school in Little Ness near Oswestry 
is offering the place in coordination with 
the Boarding Schools Association.

A CAMPAIGN has been launched to bring 
in new safety measures along a main road 
on the Powys/Shropshire border. 

Residents of Llanymynech, near 
Oswestry, say they want a new traffic light 
controlled pedestrian crossing across the 
A483 through the village. 

They have warned that some motorists 
are ignoring the zebra crossing near the 
Bradford Arms Hotel, with worries that a 
child could be run over and killed. 

At a public meeting held at the hotel 
landlord Bob Hedley said something needs 
to be done urgently. 

He said: “It has been a problem for the 
nine years I have been here, people just ei¬ 


ther don’t see the zebra crossing as it is or 
they are not bothered about stopping. 

“Just three weeks ago I was crossing and 
there was no vehicle in sight. Then a van 
came screaming up to me at about 40 or 
50mph and the limit is 30mph. 

“When I looked at him he gestured to¬ 
wards me that it was my fault. But I was 
stood on a zebra crossing.” 

Mr Hedley said that incident was the 
final straw and he has now launched a peti¬ 
tion to get traffic lights introduced. 

He added: “I see all the children and 
mothers coming through in the mornings 
and after school and it frightens me that a 
youngster or an elderly person for that mat¬ 


ter are going to get hit and killed. Some¬ 
thing needs to be done now before we are 
sat here saying we should have done this 
before there was an accident.” 

Councillor Arthur Walpole, Shropshire 
Council member for Llanymynech, also 
backed the campaign. “I have already raised 
the issue with the Welsh Assembly which is 
in charge of that part of trunk road and my 
colleague on the Welsh side of the village, 
Councillor Arwel Jones,” he said. 

“We need something to be done quick 
like new lighting to highlight the crossing 
is there and then hopefully we can copy our 
neighbouring village Pant and have traffic 
lights brought in.”

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Future of 
visitor base 
is in doubt 

THE future of one of Shropshire’s 
tourist information centres is in 
doubt as council bosses look to pass 
on the service to other providers. 

Oswestry’s Mile End TIC opened 
in 1988 alongside the A5/A483 bypass 
and once welcomed 43,000 visitors a 
week through its doors. 

But as tourists moved to the in¬ 
ternet and smartphones to get their 
information, the number of visitors 
have dwindled, jobs were lost and 
opening hours were cut, the council 
said. 

Now Shropshire Council is con¬ 
sulting over how the future of tourist 
information services in the Oswestry 
area should be delivered. 

There are TICs at Mile End and in 
the heritage centre in Oswestry next 
to St Oswald’s Parish Church. 

Steve Charmley, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for business and 
culture, said: “We asked for expres¬ 
sions of interest for the out of town 
TIC and had two or three people come 
forward. 

“We are now talking with a poten¬ 
tial provider about the future of that 
tourist information centre. 

“We cannot yet say whether it will 
remain or not at the current venue.” 

Councillor Charmley said that 
when the Mile End TIC first opened 
it was extremely busy but said the 
way people access information had 
changed dramatically. 

Cannabis worth 
up to £lm seized 

UP to £1 million worth of cannabis 
has been discovered by police during 
a raid on a Shropshire drugs factory. 

West Mercia Police said officers 
swooped on an address on the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border, arresting four 
men from the county. 

The men, two aged 43 and two aged 
38, were arrested at the scene on sus¬ 
picion of cannabis cultivation. 

They have all been released on po¬ 
lice bail until November while inquir¬ 
ies continue. 

The force said it would not confirm 
where the raid happened in the county 
“due to the nature of the operation”. 

It could not say whether it took 
place on the Shropshire border with 
North Wales or Powys. 

Detectives said that the find was an 
“established and professional” canna¬ 
bis factory with an estimated street 
value believed to be between £600,000 
and £1 million. 


Police release image over kidnap case 


POLICE searching for the kid¬ 
napper of a man who was seen 
being bundled in to the boot of a 
car have released an artist’s im¬ 
pression of a man they want to 
question. 

The kidnapping was reported 
to have taken place at 10.30pm 
on September 6, in the area of 
Meadow Farm Drive and Moston 
The suspect Road, in Sundorne, Shrewsbury. 


Last week a 49-year-old man 
from Oswestry was arrested in 
connection with the incident. He 
has been released on bail until 
October 8 while inquiries con¬ 
tinue. 

Police say the kidnap victim 
was assaulted and forced in to 
the boot of a vehicle believed to 
be a silver Peugeot 407, bearing a 
04 or 54 registration plate. 


The vehicle left the scene and 
was seen a short while later driv¬ 
ing down Darville, Severn Mead¬ 
ows. 

It is not known where the car 
went from there or what hap¬ 
pened to the man in the boot. 
The suspect, who was seen by a 
number of witnesses, is described 
as a white man of a noticeably 
stocky build and over 6ft tall. He 


is believed to have spoken in an 
Eastern European accent. 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Jones said: “We are growing in¬ 
creasingly concerned for the man 
who was being attacked and a 
number of police inquiries are 
ongoing to identify the victim, 
and to ensure he is safe.”

Man is jailed for 
drug offences 

A MAN has been jailed for seven years 
after being caught in possession of 
nearly 1kg of cocaine while on bail for 
another drug offence. 

Police found 999g of cocaine in the 
back of Glyn Edwards’s van in May. 

Mold Crown Court heard if the drug 
was to be diluted to the average purity 
it would have had a potential street 
value of £160,000. 

The discovery followed an earlier 
arrest in January when Edwards 
had been stopped on College Road 
in Oswestry. On that occasion po¬ 
lice found a quantity of cocaine with 
food bags and £1,500, along with two 
mobile phones which contained mes¬ 
sages indicating he had been dealing 
the drugs. 

Edwards, 31, of College Road in 
Oswestry, was sentenced on Mon¬ 
day after previously admitting two 
drugs-related charges. 

Ceri Evans, for Edwards, said: “He 
accepts his role was significant and he 
had an understanding of the contents 
of the package.” 

Marquee stolen 
from showground 

A MARQUEE set up as part of an 
event to teach children safety and citi¬ 
zenship lessons has been stolen. 

Police say a number of people would 
have been needed to remove the large 
tent from Oswestry Showground, 
where it was being used as part of the 
Oswestry Lifeline event. 

Whoever took the marquee between 
3pm on Monday and 9am on Tuesday 
would have needed at least an estate 
car with the back seats folded down to 
drive it away, it has been claimed. 

Mike Griffiths of the Rotary Club of 
Oswestry, which organises the annual 
Lifeline activities, said the theft was 
“particularly disappointing given the 
support of the schools, teachers and 
services such as police and fire who all 
buy into the six-day event”. Oswestry 
Lifeline has been running for 10 years 
and teaches safety and anti-bullying 
messages to Year 6 children from 24 
different primary schools. 

Vehicle is damaged 

A CAR was damaged while parked 
in Almond Avenue, Gobowen, near 
Oswestry. 

The damage was caused to the black 
Chevrolet Tacuma between 9pm on 
Friday and 10.55am on Saturday last 
week. Damage was caused to the driv¬ 
er’s side of the vehicle by scratching 
the body panels.

Morrisons quiet over store 
bid in light of profit slump

BOSSES at retail giants Morrisons, which has announced it is to 
close 11 supermarkets, are remaining tight-lipped over its future in¬ 
volvement in Oswestry’s £45 million Smithfield livestock market site 
regeneration. 

The closures announcement comes after the firm reported its latest slump in 
profits. 

Pre-tax profits for the half-year to August 2 fell 47 per cent to £126 million while like- 
for-like sales for the period dropped 2.7 per cent compared with the same period last year 
- New chief executive David Potts said

Retailers in 
search for 
more staff 

THE Co-operative Food company is taking 
on eight new staff in two stores in Oswest¬ 
ry. 

The retailer, which has vacancies at its 
Victoria Road and Cabin Lane stores, has 
announced it is searching for over 1,000 
new employees UK-wide as it continues 
its investment to transform and expand its 
convenience business. 

With many of The Co-op’s store work¬ 
force employed for 16 hours or less each 
week, the company says the positions are 
ideal for those studying full-time, working 
around family needs or who are semi-re¬ 
tired.

It is also building a new branch in 
Shrewsbury Road in Oswestry, and it re¬ 
vealed that it was also looking to build new 
sites in the south of Telford, Whitchurch, 
and possibly two in Shrewsbury. 

The latest job announcement will see the 
company recruiting for its existing stores, 
plus the new Oswestry branch. 

The new Oswestry branch will provide 
around a third of the employment, with 33 
new roles created at the soon-to-open store. 


the group faced a “long journey” to turn 
around its fortunes. 

Morrisons said it was selling 140 M local 
convenience stores for around £25 million 
to concentrate on its larger supermarkets. 

Morrisons has stores in Shrewsbury, 
Wellington, Lawley, Market Drayton, 
Oswestry, Welshpool and Newtown. 

The announcement throws more doubt 
on the future of the proposed Morrisons 
store at the Smithfield site in Oswestry. 

The project has already seen the success¬ 
ful opening of a state-of-the-art livestock 
market. 

The former livestock market land also 
has permission for a large food store, a 
Cineworld cinema and various restaurants 
as part of the proposed retail and leisure 
complex. 

But the site has been cleared and fenced 
off with no sign of building work. 

Neither Morrisons nor Cineworld will 
comment on the future of the site, saying 
there was no statement at this time. 

Earlier this year Morrisons pulled out 
of plans to built a store just off the A41 in 
Newport in Shropshire. 

Mr Potts said: “With great regret we are 
proposing to close 11 supermarkets. This is 
a difficult decision but one which we cannot 
see any way through to make those stores 
viable.” 

The closures are in addition to 10 super¬ 
markets shut earlier this year. Morrisons 
had also announced earlier this year that it 
was shutting 23 M local stores. 

Mr Potts said the closures being set out 
were mainly smaller-sized supermarkets. 
The move will result in a one-off cost of £20 
million. 

Mr Potts said of the firm’s turnaround 
plans: “This will be a long and challenging 
journey but an important one for one of 
Britain’s great retailers.” 

Morrisons said it had opened just one 
new store this year and did not plan to open 
any more in the remainder of 2015/16 while 
it expected the sales contribution from net 
new stores to be negative. 


OSWESTRY is continuing to play a leading 
role in a nationwide movement to celebrate 
the country’s heritage.

highlights being the town’s open air market 
on Saturday where traders and shoppers 
celebrated shopping through the ages. 

Guided walks took place around the 
town, which included the 3,000-year-old 
Old Oswestry Hill Fort. 

Other activities included train rides 
on the steam train at Cambrian Heritage 
Railways and on the Tanat Valley Light 
Railway, vintage bus and canal boat trips, 
a medieval living history event at Whitting¬ 
ton Castle, open churches in St Martins, 
Llanyblodwel, Llanymynech, Kinnerley, 
Melverley and Halston, and a Wild West- 
themed activity session in the Willow 
Community Garden. There was also a tour 
around the grounds of Brogyntyn Hall.

LIKE many youngsters, Aaliyah Jones started secondary school last 
week, looking forward to a new challenge in her life. 

But Aaliyah, from Pant near Oswestry, has more challenges to face than 
meeting new friends and stepping up to new ways of learning. 

For she suffers from a condition called CMT which can cause balance problems and falls 
as well as chronic fatigue. 

Only 3,000 people in the UK have been diagnosed but a charity supporting people with 
the inherited neurological illness Charcot-Marie-Tooth. says it believes there are up to

Investment 
boost for 
cemetery 

THE latest work to improve Oswestry’s 
cemetery will bring the town council’s in¬ 
vestment into the site to about £250,000. 

New public toilets are being provided 
close to the front entrance of the cemetery 
at the junction of Shrewsbury Road and 
Victoria Road. 

New pathways have been installed and 
the restoration of the chapel in the centre 
of the cemetery has allowed funeral ser¬ 
vices to once again be held within the walls 
of the cemetery. The council is now looking 
to the future to see if a new entrance can 
be installed at the far end of the cemetery. 

Hundreds of visitors visit each week to 
tend the graves of loved ones. 

Town clerk David Preston said the coun¬ 
cil took over the running of the site from 
the joint burial board in 2008. 

“Over the past seven years there has 
been a large programme of improvements,” 
he said. 

“There has been a huge investment in 
equipment, pathways have been resur¬ 
faced and the chapel has been completely 
restored. This has been welcomed by be¬ 
reaved relatives and it is used for funerals 
on a regular basis. 

“We have invested about £250,000 since 
taking over responsibility.” 

Now a new building is going up at the 
main entrance. It will include public con¬ 
veniences and a staff room for the town 
council workers. At the moment visitors to 
the graves who want to spend a penny have 
to use a portable toilet. 


specialist help. 

Charcot-Marie-Tooth, named after the 
three scientists who discovered it, is cur¬ 
rently incurable. It causes muscle weak¬ 
ness in the lower legs and hands, leading 
to problems with restricted mobility, un¬ 
controllable pain and carrying out tasks 
needing fine motor skills, such as fastening 
shoe laces. 

Aaliyah’s mum, Paula Jones, said she 
knew that her daughter had balance prob¬ 
lems from a very early age, but said it had 
taken until very recently for the CMT to be 
diagnosed. 

She said: “It was a physiotherapist from 
the Orthopaedic Hospital that noticed 
something was wrong and suggested CMT. 

“It turns out that both myself and Aal¬ 
iyah’s dad have the genes that have led to 
her having what is a inherited neurological 
disease. But we have asked our families and 
they don’t remember anyone having the 
condition.” 

Mrs Jones said that her daughter not 
only had mobility problems but did not 
have the same nerve sense in her hands 
and feet. 

She said: “It means she might not be able 
to feel heat and could suffer burns if she 
touches something hot.” 

The CMT has not stopped Aaliyah, who 
is now a pupil at Llanfyllin High School, 
enjoying life and she has found a sport that 
she enjoys in tennis. 

“She might not be as quick to the ball as 
others but her coach says she has a very 
good eye/hand control,” Mrs Jones said. 

Karen Butcher from the charity, CMT 
UK said: “We want to reach out to people 
who may not be members of CMT UK and 
urge them to get in touch. 

“We know what they’re going through 
and the challenges they face, so we can 
answer their questions, put them in touch 
with other people and families with CMT 
and tell them where they can get help and 
advice.”

She was the runt of the litter so had her 
early and we have hand-reared her so we 
are really attached to her.”

TOWN 


I’ve been picturing the scene 
in my mind for days - and still 
can’t quite believe it happened. 

The phone rings and multiple 
Grammy-winning legend and 
flamboyant superstar Elton John 
picks up the receiver. At the oth¬ 
er end of the line a voice says: 
“Vladimir Putin here Sir Elton, I 
understand you want to bend my 
ear about gay rights in my coun¬ 
try of Russia.” 

It doesn’t seem a likely scenar¬ 
io but the legend that is Sir Elton 
is adamant the call happened, 
despite a statement to the con¬ 
trary from the Russian President. 

Putin’s alleged phone call fol¬ 
lowed harsh criticism from John 
in neighbouring Ukraine, where 
he met the president, Petro Po- 
roshenko, to promote lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender 
rights (LGBT). 

Sir Elton said he would like to 
sit down with Mr Putin to discuss 
the situation. 

The musician is popular in 
Russia and has long cam¬ 
paigned to end the country’s 
law against the “propaganda of 
non-traditional sexual relations 
among minors” which means it 
is illegal to disseminate material 
on LGBT rights, which has in¬ 
creased homophobic violence. 
The Kremlin has since released 
a statement denying a conver¬ 
sation ever took place. Are they 
telling the truth or has the pop 
star been the subject of a hoax 
call? 

After three days in Paris I may 
never moan again about Welsh¬ 
pool’s traffic problems which 
pale into insignificance against 
the nightmare situation faced by 
drivers every day in the French 
capital. It’s over 10 years since 
I last encountered the streets of 
Paris and I can only say it’s now 
twice as bad. 

Luckily I was a passenger on 
this occasion and my driver ex¬ 
plained, in broken English, that 
traffic flows relentlessly from 
North, South, East and West with 
the city’s notorious Peripherique 
simply unable to cope with the 
growing burden. 

I was even more fortunate to 
be the guest of France’s premier 
motor manufacturer Peugeot as 
one of the UK’s two representa¬ 
tives in the European finals of an 
international golfing event (I had 
a good partner, before you ask). 

And that meant lavish enter¬ 
tainment and a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to see the sights of Paris 
while being dined on The River 
Seine. 

The evening was made even 
more memorable by sitting 
alongside the delightful 20-year- 
old Miss France, Camille Cerf, 
who was on board to present the 
golfing awards. 

Fler English was as bad as my 
French but it was quickly plain 
to see that France has a good 
chance of winning the Miss 
World title this year.

Councils' pledge to help 
refugees fleeing Syria 


Refugees who seek asylum 
in the area can be sure of 
every possible help, say 
the leaders of our councils 

COUNCIL leaders have pledged 
to do their best to help refugees 
from Syria who seek asylum in 
the area. 

Both Shropshire Council and 
Powys County Council have said 
they will do all they can to make 
sure people fleeing the war zone re¬ 
ceive the help they need should they 
choose to settle in the region. 

It comes after Britain’s Prime Minis¬ 
ter David Cameron said the UK would 
accept up to 20,000 refugees from camps 
surrounding Syria and that the UK has a 
“moral responsibility” to those displaced 
by the conflict. 

Borders 

On Europe’s eastern borders, high 
numbers of refugees have been risking 
theirs and their family’s lives to escape. 

Many of them are going to extraordi¬ 
nary lengths, crossing seas and clinging 
to lorries in the hope of reaching safety. 

Shropshire Council has said it will do 
its best to help respond to the crisis. 

Last week leader Keith Barrow, Shrop¬ 
shire Councillor for Oswestry South, held 
an informal meeting of the council’s cab¬ 
inet to discuss coordinating the county’s 
efforts. 

Councillor Barrow said the cabinet had 
agreed to set up a cross-party working 
group. 

It has also been confirmed that the 
authority will be dedicating a full-time 
officer, working alongside a number of 
organisations, including Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue Service, the Department of 
Work and Pensions, the county’s clin-

ical commissioning group and West 
Mercia Police. Councillor Barrow said 
that while the majority of people want 
to provide help for refugees, some have 
expressed concerns about the impact on 
local services. 

The council boss, who on Saturday 
was in Oswestry to back business¬ 
woman Jools Payne in her campaign 
to set up a register of people happy to 
help refugees locally, said the author¬ 
ity would be doing its best to help those 
taken in find work and become part of 
the community. 


“There is a lot of misinformation and 
there are a lot of people who want to 
help but I have had some tweets from 
people against us doing anything and I 
think there is a lot of misunderstanding 
about the situation,” he said. 

Benefits 

“Refugees do not qualify for benefits, 
they do not qualify for social housing 
and they cannot work until they go 
through the process. 

“We hope the Government can get 
them through the system quickly and 


we can find them accommodation and 
get them jobs because that is what is 
important. 

“This is a humanitarian crisis and 
we have to respond - as the majority of 
people in Shropshire want us to - and 
the other point is a lot of these people 
might have skills which are beneficial to 
Shropshire.” 

Councillor Barrow suggested that 
the people of Shropshire would provide 
a warm welcome for refugees and the 
council would do its bit to ensure that 
people could provide their own help. 

Crisis 

Meanwhile Powys County Council has 
also pledged to do what it can to ease the 
refugee crisis. 

Barry Thomas, leader of Powys 
County Council, said: “The council is 
deeply moved by the plight of the ref¬ 
ugees fleeing the war in Syria and we 
want to offer a hand of friendship. 

“In Powys we are eager to help and 
fully play our part in the co-ordinated 
national response to the refugee crisis. 

“We will be working closely with the 
WLGA and Welsh Government to find 
ways to provide assistance to refugees 
across a range of issues such as housing, 
education and basic welfare. 

“We will be doing this through the 
Vulnerable Person’s Relocation Scheme, 
which offers financial support to help 
councils provide relief. 

“In Powys we can provide a safe and 
warm welcome to refugees who are in 
desperate need. We have a strong com¬ 
munity spirit in our county, and desire 
to do what we can to help these vulner¬ 
able people who have been forced to flee 
the most horrendous conditions in their 
country.” 

Meanwhile, Telford & Wrekin Council 
is also committed to playing its part in 
providing help and support for the ref¬ 
ugees. The council’s leader Kuldip Sa- 
hota said there was a moral duty for the 
borough to stand side by side with other 
parts of the UK and provide assistance.

The decision last week by 
Andrea Leadsom MP, Minister 
of State for Energy, to throw 
out plans for four wind farms in 
Montgomeryshire is a huge relief 
for those who would have been 
affected by the proposal to build 
high-voltage 400kV overhead 
cables through some of the most 
unspoilt areas of my constituen¬ 
cy, connecting the wind farms in 
Mid Wales to the National Grid. 

Glyn Davies and I have been 
campaigning on this issue since 
the start and I first organised and 
chaired a meeting in Parliament 
in 2011, attended by MPs, senior 
local councillors and representa¬ 
tives from National Grid. The ar¬ 
guments against the pylons have 
been well rehearsed. Constitu¬ 
ents voiced justifiable concerns 
over health, tourism, environ¬ 
mental damage, property pric¬ 
es and quality of life.Residents, 
local organisations, councillors 
and MPs from surrounding con¬ 
stituencies have all been united 
in their opposition to these plans 
which were of huge concern to 
those who fight to protect and 
preserve the countryside. An 
inquiry into the project closed 
in May 2014 and the planning 
inspector’s recommendations 
were submitted to previous En¬ 
ergy Secretary Ed Davey, who 
postponed the decision until af¬ 
ter May’s General Election. 

Soon after the election, I met 
firstly the new Secretary of State 
Amber Rudd and then Andrea 
Leadsom. I explained the back¬ 
ground to the issue and the 
fierce local opposition. I am de¬ 
lighted that they both listened 
closely to the arguments and 
permission to build four of the 
five wind farms has finally been 
refused. It is equally important 
that the Secretaiy of State has 
taken such decisive action since 
the General Election to combat 
these vast subsidised wind farms 
which chop up birds, produce 
little energy and cost taxpayers’ 
money in the form of higher en¬ 
ergy bills. She has announced 
recently that the Government 
intends to stop new onshore 
wind farms from accessing the 
Renewables Obligation subsidy 
scheme from next April while 
also tightening planning rules for 
the sector. This means that 2,500 
planned turbines will now not go 
ahead. The Secretary of State 
also confirmed that no more on 
shore wind farm schemes will 
be allowed unless they have the 
support of local people. She has 
outlined plans to ensure that it 
will be local councils rather than 
central government who have 
the power in future to decide 
on wind farm projects in con¬ 
sultation with local people.This 
fulfils the promise made by the 
Conservative Party at the time of 
the last election and will prevent 
pylons from cutting through the 
North Shropshire countryside.

Budget was 
not war on 
poverty but 
on the poor 

THE first budget from the Conservatives 
in almost 20 years was not a war on pover¬ 
ty, but a war on the poor.

Progress is made 
on tramway plan 

A NARROW gauge tramway track 
which has not been used in 80 years 
is ready to be restored after a pow¬ 
er company donated thousands of 
pounds of work to open up the route.

Father makes plea over 
soldier daughter's death

THE father of a young soldier 
who died at the controversial 
Deepcut Army barracks has 
made a passionate appeal for 
anyone who may be able to help 
find out what happened to his 
daughter to come forward. 

Cheryl James died from a bullet 
wound to the head at the Surrey army 
camp 20 years ago. 

She was just 18. An inquest recorded an 
open verdict. But parents Des and Doreen 
James from Llanymynech near Oswestry 
have campaigned for a fuller investigation. 

A new inquest was ordered, led by Brian 
Barker QC, who last week held a pre-in¬ 
quiry hearing at Surrey Coroner’s court in 
Woking. 

Following the hearing Mr James ap¬ 
pealed for help from anyone who had rele¬ 
vant information. 

He said: “The thing I feel most strongly 
about is that there are still lots of people 
with evidence to give who have not yet 
come forward to this inquest. 

“The coroner gave an assurance that the 
Official Secrets Act is highly unlikely to be 
an issue for anyone with relevant evidence 
to give and this includes serving or past ser¬ 
vice personnel. 

“I am speaking directly to those people. 

This is our final opportunity to discover 
what really happened to her.” 

Last week’s hearing was told that an ex¬ 
humation of the young soldier’s body had 
taken place during the summer to allow for 
a new post mortem. 

After the post mortem close members 
of the family reburied their daughter for a 

second time in a small private ceremony. Des James with a photograph of his daughter Cheryl James who died at Deepcut barracks

A MAN who drank half a bottle of 
whiskey and got in to an argument 
with his girlfriend before making off 
in his car has been disqualified from 
driving for 14 months. 

Darren McDonald of Llys Lane, 
Oswestry, admitted driving a car 
while above the legal alcohol limit 
when he appeared at Shrewsbury 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday. 

The 27-year-old was fined £110 and 
ordered to pay costs of £85, a sur¬ 
charge of £20 and court costs of £150. 

Abbie Hall, prosecuting, said that 
on August 31 police received a tele¬ 
phone call from McDonald’s girlfriend 
who said that he had driven off in his 
car saying he was going to kill himself 
by throwing himself off a bridge. 

“He had drunk half a bottle of whis¬ 
key,” said Mrs Hall. 

“Police attended the house and 
found the defendant’s car outside the 
property. 

“The engine and tyres were warm. 
Officers spoke to the defendant and he 
appeared drunk. 

“They requested a roadside breath 
test which gave a reading of 50 mil¬ 
ligrammes of alcohol in 100ml of 
breath.”

Past is uncovered 


SECRETS of an ancient monument 
hidden away for centuries are being 
uncovered. 

An archaeological dig on the top of the 
mound of Oswestry’s motte and bailey cas¬ 
tle has produced some fascinating results. 

The dig is part of ongoing work, now in its 
second year, led by archaeologist, Roger Cooper. 

More than a dozen archaeologists and skilled 
volunteers are giving up their time to work on 
the site high about the modern day town until

tomorrow (Friday). Until last week small sec¬ 
tions of walls stood on the grassed mound of 
the castle. 

But the volunteers have uncovered more 
stone walling underneath the earth which, Mr 
Cooper says, have already begun to answer 
some of the questions the dig was posing. 

“We wanted to know if there were any re¬ 
mains below the ground and we have already 
discovered that there certainly are,” he said. 


He said that it was now suspected that the 
eastern wall was not ‘in situ’ - that is the 
stones are not where they would have been 
originally. However, he said the western wall 
was now thought to be original. 

“We are beginning to suspect that we have 
found the wall edge and possibly evidence of 
rooms inside the castle walls,” he said. 

The dig has been made possible thanks to 
support from Oswestry Town Council, Border¬ 
land Rotary, Historic England and HODS, the 
national Heritage Open Days body.

Thriving town is hidden treasure

BELIEVE it or not, Craven Arms is 
a relatively ‘new’ town for Shrop¬ 
shire, being only the small village of 
“Newton” on a map of 1695. 

The settlement grew when the railways 
came during the mid to late 19th century, mak¬ 
ing it a railway town. 

Newton or Newtown is still the name for the 
south-eastern part of the present day town, 
while the northern part is called Newington or 


New Inn (another small village which existed 
prior to the town). The town takes its name 
from the Craven Arms Hotel, situated on the 
junction of the A49 and B4368 roads, which 
in turn is named after the Lords Craven, who 
owned nearby Stokesay Castle. 

The civil parish of Craven Arms was formed 
from the merging of two older parishes - 
Stokesay and Halford. Small parts of the set¬ 
tlement overlap into neighbouring Wistanstow 
and Sibdon Carwood parishes. 


There are three main visitor attractions in 
and around Craven Arms. In the town there 
is the Shropshire Hills Discovery Centre, a 
centre featuring exhibits about the county’s 
geography. Stella Mitchell’s Land of Lost Con¬ 
tent Museum is a shrine to the British way of 
life from the Victorians through the twentieth 
century, all contained in three floors of the Old 
Market Hall. 

Stokesay Castle just south of the town is the 
finest and best preserved 13th century forti¬ 


fied manor house in England. It offers visitors 
a unique glimpse into a distant age, when 
strength and elegance were combined. 

Lawrence of Ludlow, who made his fortune 
as a wool merchant and set up as a country 
gentleman, acquired the manor in 1281. Ex¬ 
tensive tree-ring dating confirms that he had 
completed virtually the whole of the still-sur¬ 
viving buildings by 1291, the date of his ‘li¬ 
cence to crenellate’ from Edward I. 

The dating also revealed that Stokesay’s 


magnificent open-hearthed great hall, with 
its fine cruck-built timber roof, shuttered 
gable windows and precipitous staircase, has 
scarcely been altered since it was built. Across 
the courtyard is the gatehouse. This was built 
in 1640, a few years before Stokesay’s only 
known military encounter, when it surren¬ 
dered without fighting during the Civil War. 

The 2007 hit British film ‘Atonement’, star¬ 
ring Keira Knightley, was filmed in part near 
Stokesay.

LOVE them or loathe them, there’s 
no escaping the fact that big name 
retailers dominate most high 
streets. 

Yet many towns in Shropshire have es¬ 
tablished reputations for the calibre of 
their independent retailers. 

These are shops selling goods you might not 
necessarily find easily elsewhere or offering 
specialist knowledge. 

They rely on their expertise and quality ser¬ 
vice to entice customers through their doors. 

Look at Shrewsbury. Being a hot spot for 
tourists, Shrewsbury’s visitor economy is 
thriving which should be good news spell lively 
trading for independent businesses. 

But Peter Nutting, owner of Sports and 
Games in St John’s Hill, said there were many 
problems for the independent retailer. 

He said: “The biggest frustration I have is 
generally red tape. The Government insists on 
us doing everything online now and that can be 
quite tiring and time consuming.” 

Mr Nutting, a member of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil and Shrewsbury Town Council, said he 
had some tricks up his sleeve to compete with 
major chain stores. 

“I try to specialise,” he said. “I do a lot of 
racket restringing which the big shops don’t 
offer. I can put new handles on cricket bats and 
I tend to stock things the big shops don’t stock 
so I tend to be in a different market.” 

He said there was a danger of town centres 
becoming identical as branded stores take over. 

“I think actually the danger in Shrewsbury 
is we’re almost trying to copy other towns 
when there seems to be a fashion to go into 
pedestrianisation and because it works in some 
places we seem to think that’s got to be the 
answer in Shrewsbury and I don’t believe it 
is,” he added. 

“We’ve got to stop following the trend, do 
what’s right for the town and basically, as a 
shop keeper, I’d like the council to leave the 
town alone,” he added. 

Ludlow also has a reputation for independ¬ 
ent food shops and boutiques. There traders 
have collaborated to advertise the fact, using 
the internet to get the word out. and fight off 
competition from big chains. 

The “Only in Ludlow” scheme was started 
by the Chamber of Trade to advertise shops 
exclusive to the town and the scheme has its 
own blog, run by shopkeeper Adam Withing- 
ton, of Black Bough, Market Street, which sells 
homeware, vintage watches and gifts. 

“You have to be on top of your game,” he 
said. “So you have a personal element or selec¬

tion of stock, which gives your shop personal¬ 
ity. There’s a kind of character to that. 

“We also rely on being in touch with our 
customers. We send out newsletters every two 
weeks to our existing customer base, with up¬ 
dates on new stuff coming into the shop. 

An independent butchers in Market Drayton 
says it is currently doing well but has concerns 
about how national chains and supermarkets 
are stifling the market. 

Richard Insley, manager at Shepley’s butch¬ 
ers, said, despite competition from local super¬ 
markets, the shop in Shropshire Street had 
been doing well over the last year. 

Mr Insley said: “We are finding trade very 
busy at the moment. We can tell a customer 
exactly what breed a meat is and what farm it 
came from. That encourages confidence, and 
supermarkets are struggling with that.” 

“About 90 per cent of our product is sourced 
from Shropshire and I think people like that, 
and again this is something I don’t think su¬ 


permarkets can offer.” Meanwhile, Bridgnorth 
is another small town where independents are 
flourishing. 

Shoe and accessory specialists Urban Angel 
have been based in Bridgnorth High Street for 
eight years. Proprietor Cara Hickman said: 
“As long as the weather stays good we do enjoy 
a cracking trade. From May to September we 
tend to be really busy.” 

“But business rates have doubled in the last 
eight years.” 

But she added that business rates had dou¬ 
bled in that time and parking was also a prob¬ 
lem. 

“Parking is also a major issue but there is 
hardly any space. We get told we cannot park 
outside the shop but there’s no where else to 
go. 

“There have been many occasions when 
someone has run out of the shop through of 
getting a ticket because, again, there is no le¬ 
niency.”

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The little town with big ideas

THE settlements of Little Stretton, 
Church Stretton and All Stretton 
(until the late 19th century all sep¬ 
arate townships) formed the manor 
of Stretton or Stretton-en-le-Dale. 

The Domesday Book of 1086 recorded 
35 households and a mill in the manor. 

Church Stretton became the largest of 
the settlements, with the manor’s parish 
church and market located there, and 
being where Bristol Road had a junction 


with the road to Much Wenlock and the 
Burway - a route over the Long Mynd. 

At the time of the Domesday Book, the 
manor came under the hundred of Cul- 
vestan, a Saxon hundred that was amal¬ 
gamated during the reign of Henry I. The 
Strettons then came within the upper di¬ 
vision of the hundred of Munslow. 

The town was first granted a market 
charter by King John in 1214, for a week¬ 
ly market on Wednesdays, but by 1253 
the market day had changed to Tuesdays. 


In 1337 a new charter was granted by 
Edward III and it authorised a weekly 
market to be held on Thursdays. The 
market is still held every Thursday, in 
the square on the High Street, which has 
been the town’s market place since the 
13th century. 

Much of the town was destroyed by fire 
in 1593 and many of the present half tim¬ 
bered buildings in the town centre date 
from the time of the rebuilding. 

The High Street was for many centu¬ 


ries known as the Bristol Road, being the 
road from Shrewsbury to Bristol. It was 
once a much wider thoroughfare, with 
the churchyard of St Laurence bordering 
directly on to the street. 

Conservation 

Over time buildings were erected along 
the street, in a similar fashion to other 
English market towns such as in Ludlow. 

The High Street is effectively only the 
eastern side of the original Bristol Road. 


It was made more open when the old 
market hall was demolished to form the 
present town square. 

Most of the town centre and a large 
part of the west of the town (including 
the entrance to Carding Mill Valley) is 
covered by the Church Stretton Conser¬ 
vation Area. 

The Conservation Area contains all of 
the town’s Listed buildings and smaller 
structures, approximately 40 in total. 

St Laurence’s Church is Grade I listed.

Business is now booming 
as new shops open doors 



Trade in Oswestry is picking up, with very few vacant retail units left to fill 


BUSINESS leaders have hailed the strength of Shropshire’s high 
streets with fewer vacant shops across the region. 

Representatives of business in Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Wem, Ellesmere, and 
Market Drayton, have all reported only a handful of empty shops on the high 
street. 

In Shrewsbury’s town centre figures from the Business Improvement District show that 
the vacancy rate is currently between nine and ten per cent - with the regional benchmark 
for comparable towns being 10 to 14.9 per cent, according to retail analysts Spring-board. 


Kevin Lockwood, the manager of 
Shrewsbury’s Darwin, Pride Hill, and Riv¬ 
erside shopping centres, who is also vice¬ 
chair of Shrewsbury Business Chamber, 
said the town is looking strong. 

He said: “Having visited a number of 
towns up and down the country over the 
past few months we are nowhere near in 
as bad a situation as others. 

“Shrewsbury is holding up very well. 

“There seems to be quite a take-up in 
Shrewsbury and we are known for our in¬ 
dependent retailers, when shops become 
vacant it is not long before they are taken 
up again.” 

Chris Jones, centre director at Telford 
Shopping Centre, added: “The shopping 
centre is trading really well and we cur¬ 
rently have a low vacancy level. 

“As is normal in a centre of over one 
million sq ft, there are a few vacant units, 
but we are in advanced discussions with 
retailers with a view to getting these stores 
trading in time for Christmas.” 

Mark Whittle, the chairman of Market 
Drayton Chamber of Trade and Commerce, 
said empty shops in the town were quickly 
occupied. 

He said: “We have got a fair few new 
shops that have opened up. 

“We are keeping our heads above water 
by one shop opening soon after one closes.”

Lincoln McMullan, member of Ellesmere 
Chamber of Trade and Commerce, said the 
town has only got one empty shop. 

He said: “It is great to see the town 
thriving and we are always looking to move 
forward.” 

Councillor John Murray, mayor of Wem, 
said the town seems to have a bright fu¬ 
ture. He said: “We haven’t got a lot of 
empty shops at the moment. 

“It’s nice to see new shops get up and 
running.” 

Hilary Seward, chairman of Whitchurch 
Chamber of Trade and Commerce, added: 
“We are doing well and we have not many 
empty shops at all. We have been very pro¬ 
active and we have encouraged landlords to 
do work to their shops and have also given 
shops grants to decorate their shop fronts.” 
Oswestry mayor, Councillor Peter Cher- 
rington said he was also pleased that empty 
shops had been taken up in the town. 

He said: “Business is booming in 
Oswestry and the town is looking good. 

“Cross Street, which for so long really 
let the town down, is looking good at the 
moment.” 

Russell Griffin, a spokesman for Telford 
& Wrekin Council said all the units its 
owns are fully let.

recognisable landmarks. The castle is a ruined 
medieval fortification standing on a promontory 
overlooking the River Teme. 

The castle was probably founded by Walter de 
Lacy after the Norman conquest and was one 
of the first stone castles to be built in England. 

During the civil war of the 12th century the 
castle changed hands several times between the 
de Lacy’s and rival claimants, and was further 
fortified with a Great Tower and a large outer 
bailey. 

Roger Mortimer acquired the castle in 1301, 
further extending the internal complex of build¬ 
ings, and the Mortimer family went on to hold 
Ludlow for over a century. 

Richard, the Duke of York, inherited the castle 
in 1425, and it became an important symbol of 
Yorkist authority during the Wars of the Roses. 

Another castle in the region worth a visit is 
Chirk Castle near Oswestry. Just across the bor¬ 
der in Wales, the castle is full of history and it 
played a key role in the battle for supremacy in 
the borders region. In recent years it has even 
staged world rally car events.

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Fascinating facts about 
the popular 'conker' tree 


THE natural world is a wonder 
in all its guises. Sometimes it’s 
beautiful, sometimes it’s ugly. 
Sometimes it’s calming and 
sometimes it’s frightening. None 
of that matters of course; all that 
matters is that it is natural. 

It always irks me somewhat when 
people say that we should care or pro¬ 
tect an element of the natural world 
‘because it could be useful for us’. 
They say things like ‘...we must save 
the Amazon because we don’t know 
how many medicinal plants might be 
discovered there.’ No, we must try to 
save the Amazon because we part of 
the natural world and we do not have 
dominion over it and over what lives 
and what dies. We have a moral duty to 
leave it as undisturbed as possible or 
indeed to revert it back to how it was 
prior to being disturbed by ourselves. 

That said, there are of course ways of 
enjoying the natural world that are not de¬ 
structive. 

Such methods are even more valuable 
when you bring children into the equation. 

Mention this time of year in conjunction 
with nature to school children and sooner 
or later ‘conkers’ will be mentioned. 

The conker or Horse Chestnut tree was 
introduced to Britain from the Balkans in 
the 1600s and has naturalised here as it has 
in other countries such as New Zealand and 
North America. 

Mature trees grow to a height of around 
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* 
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28m, and can live for up to 300 years. They 
are hermaphrodite, meaning that male and 
female reproductive parts are contained 
within each flower. 

Once pollinated by insects, each flower 
develops into a glossy red-brown conker 
inside that spiky green husk and it’s when 
these start to fall in autumn, that the fun 
begins. 

But before we bruise our knuckles on the 
famous ‘conkers’, let’s find out why Horse 
Chestnuts are named such. 

I always assumed it was the horse- 
shoe-shaped scar (complete with the im¬ 
print of the blacksmith’s nails) left on the 
twig when the leaves fall, but in fact I was 
wrong (not an unknown occurrence!). 

In fact “horse-chestnut” (often unhy¬ 
phenated) is reported as having originated 
from the erroneous belief that the tree was 
a kind of chestnut (though actually only 
distantly related), together with the obser¬ 
vation that eating the fruit cured horses of 
chest complaints, despite this plant being 
poisonous to them! 

But back to the conkers; ‘conker’ is de¬ 
rived from the word conch, and the famous 
children’s game (as long as ridiculous 
‘health and safety’ hasn’t stuck its nose in) 
was originally played with snail shells. 

As far as ‘uses’ go, most of us are happy 
just to enjoy the horse chestnut.

Squirrels often nibble a conker here and 
there and deer love them. 

But if there was ever a semi-legitimate 
usage for the tree it was during the First 
World War when there was a campaign to 
ask for everyone (including children) to 
collect horse-chestnuts and donate them 
to the government. 


The conkers were used as a source of 
starch for fermentation to produce acetone 
for use as a solvent for the production of 
cordite, which was then used in military 
armaments. More or less the opposite of 
trying to cure things then!

Ambulanceboss 
pays tribute to 
service's staff 

THE chief executive of West Midlands Ambulance Service 
has praised staff and volunteers for their “outstanding” 
professionalism and dedication. 

His address to the trust’s annual meeting of membership 
told of a challenging year in which ambulance performance 
has improved. 

Dr Marsh said: “There is a great deal to be proud of, even 
though it has been an extremely challenging year. 

“We attend more critical patients within eight minutes; 
the number of patients who we were able resuscitate in¬ 
creased markedly which led to more lives being saved. 

“The number of complaints we received was down 
sharply while the number of compliments increased. 

“We continue to have one of the newest fleets of ambu¬ 
lances in the country with no vehicle over five years old and 
WMAS continues to invest in the future with the number of 
new staff increasing with our plans to reach a 70 per cent 
paramedic skill mix very much on target.” 

Latest figures show that West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice, which covers Shropshire, has exceeded its target of 75 
per cent for eight-minute response times every month this 
year. In June, the most recent month with figures availa¬ 
ble, it attended 79.7 per cent of the most urgent calls within 
eight minutes. This was from 1,516 calls. 

But challenges remain for the service in more rural areas 
of Shropshire. Dr Julie Davies, director of strategy and ser¬ 
vice redesign at Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said last October that more than 500 extra staff and 37 
extra vehicles would be needed for it to achieve national 
response targets for all postcodes in Shropshire. 

Dr Marsh added: “The year was undoubtedly a stern test 
for all concerned. We saw fluctuations in demand which 
meant we experienced some record breaking days for 999 
calls. Unfortunately, we narrowly missed our Red 2 perfor¬ 
mance target and this was particularly disappointing given 
how hard our staff worked throughout the year. No ambu¬ 
lance trust achieved this target last year. Despite the pres¬ 
sures our staff now work under it is to their immense credit 
that they continue to operate to the highest standards and 
give everything in order to improve the quality of care for 
patients. I would therefore like to take this opportunity to 
record my gratitude to them all as well as the hundreds of 
volunteers who help us every single day of the year. The 
trust remains one of the top performing NHS organisations 
in the country.”

Scorching follow-up

RELEASED in October last year, 
The Maze Runner - the first 
film based on James Dashner’s 
post-apocalyptic trilogy for 
young adults - was unfairly dis¬ 
missed as a testosterone-fuelled 
clone of The Hunger Games. 

Wes Ball’s propulsive and refreshingly 
unsentimental chase through a diabolical 
labyrinth killed off main characters in a clin¬ 
ical fashion and cleverly negated the need 
for back stories by burdening the teenage 
runners with amnesia. 

Fragmented memories of the past grad¬ 
ually resurface in this equally entertaining 
sequel, which veers into grisly territory 
inhabited by The Walking Dead and World 
War Z, albeit within the boundaries of a 12A 
certificate. 

Maze Runner: The Scorch Trials fills in 
some of the narrative blanks but always 
has one eye on the next thrilling action 
set piece, including a sprint through a 
topsy-turvy collapsed skyscraper that 
proves what goes up must come down... at 
stomach-lurching speed. 

The first chapter culminated with 
Thomas (Dylan O’Brien), Newt (Thomas 
Brodie-Sangster), Teresa (Kaya Scodelar- 
io), Minho (Ki Flong Lee), Frypan (Dexter 
Darden) and Winston (Alexander Flores) 
being airlifted to safety from a facility be¬ 
longing to the World Catastrophe Killzone 
Department (W.C.K.D.). 

The teenagers arrive at a fortified 
research compound where Janson (Aiden

Gillen) and his team care for the runners, 
keeping them safe from W.C.K.D. and its 
Machiavellian lead physician, Ava Paige 
(Patricia Clarkson). 

Thomas learns that the maze runners 
hold the key to a cure for the Flare con¬ 
tagion, which has ravaged the globe and 
reduced humanity to flesh-hungry predators 
known as Cranks. 

“There’s something in our blood that 


W.C.K.D. wants,” Thomas informs his pals. 

When Janson fails to provide the answers 
that Thomas needs to hear, he spearheads 
a daring escape with a loner called Aris 
(Jacob Lofland). 

The teenagers flee into the sun-scorched 
wilderness where they come face-to-face 
with the Cranks and forge an uneasy 
alliance with a gung-ho girl called Brenda 
(Rosa Salazar) and her surrogate father 


(Giancarlo Esposito). Maze Runner: The 
Scorch Trials unfolds at a brisk pace and 
fleshes out Scodelario’s battle-scarred 
heroine, who was woefully short-changed in 
the first film. 

O’Brien remains a likeable hero, who is 
blissfully unaware of the sins of his past, 
and new characters are introduced and - 
in some cases - swiftly dispatched as the 
hard fought war with W.C.K.D. intensifies.

Max Wenner 


Alfred Loewenstein 


THEY were men who fell from the sky 
in mysterious incidents just a few years 
apart and which have ever since been the 
subject of rumour, speculation, and in¬ 
trigue. 

On January 4, 1937, Shropshire squire Max 
Wenner, owner of the shooting rights on the 
Long Mynd, plunged to his death from an early 
airliner in which he was a passenger. 

An inquiry at the time concluded that it was an ac¬ 
cident and that he had simply opened the wrong door 
when going to the toilet at the rear. 

But now Bill Kerswell, who lives near Church Stret- 
ton and who has long been fascinated with the case, 
has uncovered a remarkable similarity with another 
mysterious death less than nine years previously. 

On July 4, 1928, Belgian tycoon Alfred Loewenstein 
was travelling on an aircraft over the English Channel 
and went to use the washroom at the back of the plane 
- and never reappeared. 

His secretary who went to investigate found the 
plane’s entrance door was flapping in the slipstream. 

News of Loewenstein’s death led to panic selling by 
investors in his business enterprises. His body was 
later discovered near Boulogne. 

Murder 

There have since been many theories about what had 
happened, ranging from simple absent-mindedness on 
his part in opening the wrong door, to murder. 

The affair was the subject of a book called The Man 
Who Fell From The Sky. 

Bill said: “It’s a coincidence that both were Jewish 
multi-millionaires and died in those circumstances. It 
was certainly not suicide as they had everything to live 
for. Wenner was returning from meeting his fiancee, a 
woman half his age in Austria. 

“I would think there’s a connection. I think one mur¬ 
der was a copycat of the other nine years later. I’ve been 
trying to find out if Loewenstein knew Max Wenner. He 
probably would have, as they were international busi¬ 
nessmen travelling back and forth to Germany.” 

Another dimension to the death of Wenner, who lived 
at Batchcott Hall, near Leebotwood, is that Bill says he 
was a friend of the Nazi ambassador to Britain, Joa¬ 
chim von Ribbentrop, who is said to have visited him 
in Shropshire, although no positive proof has emerged. 

Batchcott Hall is these days a holiday house and its 
website says: “Swastika-embossed pfennigs were found 
throughout the house during its renovation in 2006, 
some of which appear in the library of Batchcott Hall, 
together with press cuttings and estate agent’s particu¬ 
lars of the sale of the hall following his death. There is 
also the suitcase with which Max Wenner was believed 
to have boarded the aircraft for his last flight in 1937, 
kept by a nearby farmer and returned to the current 
owner in 2011.” 

As a regular traveller to Germany and Austria, it 
would not be surprising for Wenner, a fluent German 
speaker who was born in Cheshire but brought up in 
Vienna, to have had German currency. His wife Dolly 
had died six months before his own unexplained death. 

Some of the lurid rumours surrounding Wenner were 
addressed by his nephew Michael A. Wenner, a retired 
British diplomat living in Houston, Texas. 

He said that while wealthy, he was neither a million¬ 
aire nor Jewish, and he questioned whether there can 
ever have been a meeting with Ribbentrop, as nothing 
was ever mentioned in the family. 

As for rumours that he might have been a Nazi spy, 
he pointed out that as he had been in the British Army 
in the Great War, serving from early on in the 20th 
Royal Fusiliers, and later transferring to the Royal 
Flying Corps, he had excellent credentials as a patriot. 


Bomb victim’s relative 
recalls night of tragedy 


THE scars of that dreadful night 
in Bridgnorth of 75 years ago re¬ 
main in the town to this day. 

But the number of folk who lived 
through it and can still tell the tale is 
fading with the march of time. 

On August 29, 1940, a German bomber 
which was presumably following the River 
Severn to navigate in the darkness un¬ 
leashed a string of bombs across Bridgnorth 
as townsfolk slept. 

There were two fatalities - Mrs Elizabeth 
Hand, aged 68, of 9 Church Street, and Miss 
Mary Josephine Maynard, 62, of Cliff Cot¬ 
tages. 

Mrs Hand’s blitzed home was never re¬ 
built, leaving a gap in the street which be¬ 
came a memorial garden, a role this bomb 
site still plays today. 

The tragedy has caught the interest of 
historian and author John Davies, who has 
suggested that there should be a plaque 
or some other marker of remembrance 
in the town to the victims. Our previous 
story about those events and his idea has 
prompted a lady to come forward who has a 
very personal insight into the tragedy. 

Shock 

She is Mrs Hazel Gould, the granddaugh¬ 
ter of Mrs Hand, who was killed that night. 

“I married and left Bridgnorth nearly 50 
years ago,” said Mrs Gould, who now lives 
near Hereford. 

“My grandmother was the person killed 
in Church Street and my grandfather was 
injured. An aunt also lived in the house 
with them at the time and she survived ex¬ 
cept for severe shock. 

“At the time of the bombing another mar¬ 
ried aunt had been living near Cambridge 
where she and her family had constant 
raids and constant warnings because of the 
RAF bases nearby. 

“My grandparents decided to invite her, 
together with my young cousin, to have a 
short holiday and break with them in the 
safety of Bridgnorth. They had only been 
staying in the house with my grandparents 
for two days when the house in Church 
Street was bombed. They also survived, 
suffering only from shock. 

“At this time my own parents shared a 
cellar which was used as an air raid shelter. 
People slept as best they could, and I can 
vividly remember waking up and being very 
frightened when I saw three ‘ghosts’ stand¬ 
ing on the cellar steps. 

“They were my two aunts and my cousin 
who had white flannel nightdresses which 
were by then covered with ash, as were 
their faces and hair - they were grey all 
over. 

“My father had been on ARP (Air Raid 
Precautions) duty and had helped to dig his 
mother out of the bombed building and to 
rescue his father, his sister, and niece. 

“My father was Edward - Ted - Hand, 
who had businesses in Bridgnorth and was 
mayor in the late 1950s. 

“My grandfather was in hospital for some

fully recovering. He was looked after by my 
aunt and they eventually lived in a house 
on the Castle Walk, which the Apley estate 
kindly rented to them, after first living with 
my parents, and later for a short time in a 
cottage in East Castle Street. 

“My other aunt and cousin returned 
home to Cambridge where the family lived 
for many years - peacefully and quietly! 

“My grandfather was Frederick Hand, 
and my grandmother Elizabeth. I remem¬ 
ber being quite scared of her as she wore a 
turban, rather like Queen Mary, was very 
deaf, and had an ear trumpet, which always 
seemed huge to me. 

“My grandfather was the foreman at 
Ley’s, the building firm in Underhill Street 
where Ley’s Yard is now. He was involved 
in building the old green and white cricket 
pavilion in Bridgnorth. 

“At the time the bomb was dropped my 
aunt, Gertrude Hand, lived with her par¬ 
ents in Church Street and her married sis¬ 
ter Elsie Newitt and her young daughter 
Alene were visiting. 

“I occasionally come to Bridgnorth, but 
sadly have no pictures of the house in 
Church Street, either before or after the 
bombing. The photograph in your paper 
was the first time I had ever seen the dam¬ 
age done, although I vividly remember see¬ 
ing the damage in the Squirrel Bank and 
Whitburn Street area. 

“If I ever find any photos of family mem¬ 
bers involved in the bombing I will forward 
them to you.” 

Mrs Gould added: “In the early 1950s my 
father drove a friend down to Heathrow 
to catch a plane back to South Africa. The 
flight was delayed because of fog, and to fill 
in time they decided to have a coffee. 

“The airport was busy and within a few 
minutes a Canadian asked if he could join 
them. He was in transit from Canada to 
South Africa and just passing through the 
airport and also delayed by the fog. 

“During conversation the usual questions 
were asked - where do you come from and 
where are you going? 

“When it came to my father’s turn to 
reply he said he came from a town in 
Shropshire which he was sure the Canadian 
would not know about. 

“You will understand his surprise when 
the Canadian replied, ‘Oh yes, I know 
Bridgnorth - I was staying at a large house 
called Bella Vista near St Leonards’ Church 
which was used for Canadian soldiers to 
convalesce. One night some bombs were 
dropped on the town and those who were 
fit enough were rudely awakened and asked 
to help. I was sent to Church Street to help 
to rescue people in a house there; a woman 
had been killed.’ 

“My father and this stranger had worked 
side by side the night of the Bridgnorth 
bombs. It was quite a coincidence as the 
Canadian had previously not been back to 
UK since the night of the bombing.”

There’s are good reasons why 
younger riders are restricted to 
two-wheelers with limited power: 
but that doesn’t mean they have 
to be dull. 

That’s certainly not an adjective you 
could apply to Aprilia’s RSI 25, a sharp¬ 
ly-styled replica of the Italian compa¬ 
ny’s RSV4 superbike racing machine. 

Indeed, at first glance it could easily be 
mistaken for a one-litre machine - until you 
notice the extra space in the frame where 
there’s a single cylinder in place of the ex¬ 
pected four. It’s certainly a bike to attract 
envious glances from riders in their late 
teens and early 20s who make up the target 
market, 

But it does borrow extensively from April¬ 
ia’s impressive record of producing world 
class racing machines in terms of technol¬ 
ogy, aerodynamics, chassis and handling. 

At £4,571 it certainly isn’t cheap for this 
class of bike, but you are getting a race- 
bred machine which will turn heads and put 
a smile on your face, albeit with the 15bhp 
power limit necessary for younger riders. 

This restriction is a great leveller in per¬ 
formance terms, but as a subjective opinion 
the Aprilia has the edge in terms of style and 
handling. 

It’s light and very nimble, and with its su¬ 
per-slick six-speed gearbox is quite capable 
of reaching 65mph on level ground. 

And it does it so well: even with just 125cc 
on tap, brisk acceleration produces a sporty 
bark rather than a strangled-by-the-exhaust 
gasp of less flamboyant machines. The sin¬ 


gle piston revs willingly up to the 10,500rpm 
limit. 

Top gear is pitched fairly high, so small¬ 
er, lighter riders may get to use it more often 
than me. It’s a useful dual carriageway cruis¬ 
ing gear, helping to make the theoretical 270 
mile range from the 3.5 gallon tank a reality. 

The original, and hugely popular, RS4’s 
two-stroke engine was replaced in 2011 by 
the current fuel injected four stroke to help 
meet stricter emissions regulations. 

The RS 125 has a proud heritage, with 
a host of championship wins in its class in 
the hands of riders such as Biaggi, Stoner 
and Lorenzo and the development of the 
road-going replica’s version has certainly 
reaped the benefits of lessons learned from 
the race machine’s evolution. 

One area in which it stands out is in brak¬ 
ing: given the power restriction Aprilia hasn’t 
skimped on the anchors with a 300mm disc 
and four piston calipers at the front, and a 
218mm disc at the rear. The 17-inch wheels 
are shod with a generously-sized 100/80 tyre 
at the front and a 130/70 at the rear. 

The chassis is also based on the racing 
machine: tough yet light for precise han¬ 
dling. 

The test bike’s single racing seat is a rea¬ 
sonably comfortable example of its kind, the 
pillion portion having been replaced by a col¬ 
our-coded shell. 

The forward riding position means you’re 
low enough to benefit from the wind pro¬ 
tection of the aerodynamic fairing, proving 
that its functional as well as an eye-catching 
piece of design/ 

While it might not be the cheapest race 
replica in the 125cc class, the RS4 has the 
looks and abilities to make it an object of de¬ 
sire among those new to motorcycling.

Style seems to win most battles these days 
when a family decides more room is needed 
to keep the kids happy in the back of the car. 

It’s a victory often won by a big, tall bruiser of a car 
that looks ready for the urban jungle or a trip up the 
nearest mountain. An SUV in other words; something 
that adds a touch of the big outdoors to the daily 
grind. 

But there is an alternative. It won’t gather admiring glanc¬ 
es at the school gates but it will almost certainly be cheaper 
to run, more practical and, if you’re only moderately lucky, 
be much nicer to drive. 

Which brings us to the latest version of the Ford Grand 
C-MAX, fresh from a mid-life makeover and about as trim as 
a sensible seven seater ever could, with Ford’s handsome 
new grille (looking more than ever like an Aston Martin) and 
sharper style to the headlights, while Ford watching anoraks 
will spot a simpler look to the rear. 

Inside, there is a hike in apparent quality of the materials 
you touch or look at, along with fewer switches and a big 
touch screen in the manner of the latest Ford Focus. 

Under the bonnet the big news is the availability of a new 
1.5 litre diesel engine that produces more power and fewer 
pollutants than the larger, 1.6 litre unit it replaces. 

You can also choose from two versions of Ford’s fine 
1.0 litre EcoBoost petrol engine or a 2.0 litre diesel. Prices 
range from £20,295 to £27,615 and are £1,600 more than 
Ford asks for the smaller C-MAX, which looks a reasonable 
premium for the Grand C-MAX’s third row of seats and the 
convenience of sliding rear doors in place of the conven¬ 
tionally opening pair on the 14cms (5.5 inches) shorter car. 

Both models have more than 20 storage spaces scattered 
around the cabin, which should be quieter thanks to thick¬ 
er side window glass, more absorbent seals on the tailgate 
and extra soundproofing under the bonnet, with extra atten¬ 
tion paid to the diesel models. 

Features 

Depending on version, you will find as standard, or op¬ 
tional, safety features that include a blind spot information 
system, lane departure warning, traffic sign recognition 
and adaptive cruise control that can warn when you are too 
close to the vehicle in front. 

But most Fords of recent years have stood out from the 
pack for the way they drive. It’s not, as an engineer from 
a rival company once told me, that others could not make 
their cars nicer to drive, it’s just that they had other priorities. 

So good for Ford to find that the latest C-MAX and Grand 
C-MAX have been lightly breathed on to make them still bet¬ 
ter from behind the wheel, with gentle massaging of damp¬ 
ers, suspension bushes and power steering settings. 

The result, with the new 118bhp diesel engine doing the 
work in a £23,145 Titanium spec Grand C-MAX is a car that 
drives like something much smaller and less accommodat¬ 
ing of five adults plus a couple of growing children in the 
third row. 

It is so much removed from the rock and roll lifestyle of 
a typical SUV as to feel like a car from another planet. A 
dashboard readout of 44mpg after a brisk outing was further 
proof that fun and family need not be mutually exclusive.

Infiniti Q70 looks the part

There’s a new player in the 
large executive market with 
an eye on the fleet sector. 

It’s a sector dominated by Audi 
A6, Mercedes E-Class and BMW 
5 but the Infiniti Q70 is well worth 
a second look, particularly now 
there’s a 2.2 diesel on offer. 

I’ve just had a week behind the 
wheel of the stunningly attractive Q70 
and spent most of my time explaining 
to admirers that Infiniti is the posh arm 
of Nissan - just like Lexus is to Toyota. 

The first Q70 didn’t sell well when 
badged in “M” format but the new look, 
some interesting tweaks and a 2.2 die¬ 
sel unit to replace the 3.6-litre V6 have 
changed the outlook completely. 

The Auto Sports Tech model on test 
is a very attractive car and attracted 
admiring glances and questions all 
week, with its distinctive grill, well pro¬ 
portioned curves and beautiful 20inch 
alloy wheels. 

Admirers were impressed at the 
price too. At £38,950 the Q70 is com¬ 
petitive and an electric sunroof and me¬ 
tallic paint only took the test car price 
up to £40,580. 

For your money you get a seven 
speed automatic gearbox with manual 
mode and paddle shifts, speed sensi¬ 
tive power steering assistance, active 


trace control and a start/stop system to 
help keep fuel prices down. 

Safety is high on the agenda with 
tyre pressure monitoring, hill start as¬ 
sist, six airbags, active front headrests, 
rain and light sensors, four wheel ABS, 
speed limiter, cruise control, blind spot 
warning, distance control, forward col¬ 
lision warning, lane departure preven¬ 
tion and an engine immobiliser and 
alarm. 

Outwardly the Q70 looks the part 
standing impressively on the sports 
design alloys. There’s body colour 
exterior mirrors which are heated and 
fold electrically, sports design bump¬ 
ers to front and rear LED auto-levelling 
lights, front fog lights, twin exhaust 
chrome tailpipes and a distinctive red 
“S” badge to the rear. 

I could have spent hours just sitting 
in the cabin where you get a multifunc¬ 
tion leather steering wheel, loads of 
reach and height control and stand-out 
aluminium pedals to match the black 
interior trim. 

There’s all the usual technology you 
expect today from a luxury car but im¬ 
portantly everything seems to be where 
you would expect it and is easy to han¬ 
dle. 

You can select from a range of driv¬ 
ing modes, and there’s keyless entry, 
rear view camera with front and rear 
sensors. There’s also a very impressive 
Around View Monitor with corner park¬ 


ing sensors, moving object detection 
and parking guidance - though I found 
this a little too distracting - I like to do 
some things myself. 

The driving position is a joy on a 
sports designed and either heated or 
cooled seat and there are all the ad¬ 
justments you need. 

There was no problem with getting 
the golf clubs on board with 450litres 
of boot space and rear seat passenger 
also sit in comfort with ample leg room. 

When standing there was a little 
more engine noise than I expected but 
that all goes away once on the road 
though the Q70 is a comfortable rather 
than exciting car to drive. 

Infiniti claim 57.6mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle - I only achieved around 
50mpg. But perhaps that was down to 
a heavy foot because performance is 
good with a top speed of 137mpg and 
0-62mph in 8.9 secs, good for a diesel. 
C02 emissions are OK too at 129g/km. 

The downside is that there are no¬ 
where near enough dealerships in the 
UK but Infiniti offer to collect your car 
when it need servicing, and leave you 
with a loan car until its returned. You 
also get a Touring Assistance package 
when you buy a new model. And while 
I would still be a little concerned about 
residual values the Q70 is now a genu¬ 
ine option. If Infiniti can crack the fleet 
sales market you will be seeing a lot 
more on the roads.

Mazda has clearly set the corporate sights 
high as it rolls out a revamped version of its 
handsome big saloon and estate car range. 

As a spokesman said when the revised range of 
Mazda 6 machines were unveiled; ‘we’re after some¬ 
thing a little more premium.’ 

That’s autospeak for a car that can tackle rivals with 
posher badges, most obviously in the company car market 
where the Mazda 6 makes a living, cars with BMW or Audi 
written on the boot. 

And it must show Mazda’s confidence in this mildly 
tweaked and upgraded midlife refresh that it fearlessly 
quotes how much a company car driver will have to find 
each year if he chooses a Mazda 6. 

Because a BMW will cost him (or perhaps her) precisely 
the same £184 a month in benefit in kind. And the Audi cho¬ 
sen by Mazda as a comparison car is actually £15 a month 
cheaper. 

Both German machines will cost the company more to 
buy and won’t come as standard with all the bells and whis¬ 
tles of the top grade Mazda 6, but you get the point; here

is a car fighting on level ground with its prestigious rivals. 

Anyone contemplating a Mazda 6 will not lack for choice; 
the 28-strong range stretches from £19,795 for a saloon with 
2.0-litre petrol engine and manual gearbox to £28,795 for a 
2.2-litre diesel Tourer estate with automatic gears. 

There are five grades to choose from, with improved 
standard equipment levels, a revamped dashboard and a 
quieter, more comfortable time for driver and passengers. 
The top model also acquires a new grille and LED head¬ 
lights and looks even smarter than the rest of a good look¬ 
ing range of cars. 

Extra sound deadening has quelled some cabin noise, 
while detailed attention to the suspension is aimed at mak¬ 
ing the car feel more responsive to a driver’s commands. 

Plusher 

Inside, there’s a big new touchscreen, whose functions 
are controlled from a rotary dial between the front seats. 
Every model now has an electronic parking brake instead 
of the old manual lever, while top level Sport Nav cars are 
available with an £800 Safety Pack, including LED head¬ 


lights, blind spot monitoring (which warns of an overtaking 
car) and cameras that detect people moving behind as you 
reverse. 

The top spec car tested here was made to feel plusher 
still with the stone-cream coloured leather trim (a no cost 
option instead of black) and a head up display that pro¬ 
jects important details (speed, sat nav directions) on a little 
screen in the driver’s line of sight. 

So, especially in the most powerful, best equipped model 
in the new Mazda 6 range, you have a car that punches its 
weight in one of the most closely fought parts of the market. 

It outpunches its Audi A4 and BMW 3 Series rivals on 
load space, with the Mazda estate comfortably holding 
more shopping/kids toys/leisure pursuit gear than either of 
them, with the rear in use or folded flat. 


The mechanical changes also bring a quieter car than 
before, although the big 19 inch alloy wheels on this top-of- 
the-ranger don’t help on coarse surfaces. 

The ride was fine on the motorway but some British road 
ripples had the car’s nose bobbing a bit. 

There is plenty of performance, though, from a well be¬ 
haved diesel engine that returned 42mpg on a varied test 
route. 

I hope a gearchange reluctant to move cleanly into top 
was confined to the test car; Mazdas are usually near fault¬ 
less here. 

It got better (or was noticed less) as the miles mounted in 
a car you’d be happy to adopt as your business transport 
for the next year Or two and not feel shortchanged in the 
company car park.
